Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  privilege  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1970  which  has 
been  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Department 
of  Health  and  Social  Security. 

A  notable  feature  of  the  statistics  is  that  the  estimated  population  is 
lower  than  the  previous  year  by  100,  and  that  there  was  no  excess  of 
Births  over  Deaths.  A  review  of  the  Birth  Rate  shows  that  it  has  been 
falling  steadily  during  the  past  10  years  and  that  since  1966  the  fall 
has  been  more  pronounced. 

Comparing  the  West  Bridgford  Birth  Rate  with  that  for  England  and  Wales 
between  i960  and  1970  indicates  that  it  has  been  falling  faster  than 
the  National  average,  particularly  during  the  last  five  years. 

The  Death  Rate,  by  contrast,  has  remained  fairly  steady  and  comparable 
with  the  National  average  during  the  past  decade. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  progressively  shows  improvement  and  is 
significantly  better  than  the  National  average. 

Of  the  total  Births  attributable  to  West  Bridgford,  11 %  were  illegit¬ 
imate  compared  with  13%  in  the  previous  year. 

256  notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  received,  of  which  235 
were  due  to  Measles.  This  indicates  the  real  need  to  continue  with  the 
scheme  of  Measles  vaccination  which  was  available  during  the  year.  It  is 
recommended  that  all  infants  over  1  year  of  age  should  be  vaccinated 
against  Measles  in  order  to  protect  them  against  the  disease  and  the 
risk  of  developing  serious  complications. 

Vaccination  against  German  Measles  was  offered  for  the  first  time  to 
girls  in  the  11-1 3  years  age  group.  Expectant  mothers  suffering  from 
German  Measles  in  the  early  part  of  their  pregnancy  run  the  risk  of 
producing  a  child  with  congenital  deformities  of  varying  degrees  of 
severity.  The  object  of  this  scheme  is  to  protect  by  vaccination  the 
female  population  before  they  reach  child-bearing  age. 

The  work  of  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  F.  J.  Shaw,  is 
summarised  in  the  Report  and  is  commended  for  your  perusal. 

May  I  thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  for  your  encouragement  and  support,  and 
record  my  appreciation  to  the  Clerk  and  other  Officers  for  their  valued 
co-operation .

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B.C.G.  VACCINATION  OF  SCHOOLCHILDREN 


Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  was  carried  out  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  his  Deputy.  All  schoolchildren  of  11  years 
and  over  are  eligible. 

The  procedure  consists  of  a  preliminary  skin-test  to  find  out 
those  children  who  would  benefit  from  the  protection  which  B.C.G. 
vaccination  confers.  These  children  are  known  as  negative  re¬ 
actors  to  the  test.  Those  who  have  a  positive  re-action  are 
not  vaccinated,  but  are  referred  for  a  full  chest  X-ray,  and  are 
subsequently  kept  under  review. 

The  B.C.G.  procedure  is  thus  of  two-fold  value.  It  enables  those 
who  have  not  been  in  contact  with  the  tuberculosis  germ  to  be 
vaccinated  and  so  protected  for  the  future,  whereas  the  children 
who  have  already  been  in  contact  with  the  germ  can  be  examined  by 
X-ray  and  kept  under  observation.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


This  District  receives  it  water  supply  from  Nottingham  Corporation 
Water  Department,  with  the  exception  of  two  houses,  Nos.  1  &  2, 
Brickyard  Cottages,  Ruddington  Lane,  West  Bridgford,  which  obtain 
their  water  from  a  shallow  well.  Samples  taken  from  this  well 
have  continued  to  be  unsatisfactory  and  estimates  have  been 
obtained  for  the  work  entailed  in  bringing  a  supply  of  mains  water 
to  these  houses. 

The  whole  of  this  District's  sewage  is  now  pumped  to  the  City  of 
Nottingham's  sewage  works  at  Stoke  Bardolph. 

Refuse  collection  and  disposal  is  dealt  with  by  the  Surveyor's 
Department  and  controlled  tipping  continues  at  the  Council's  site 
off  Rugby  Road,  West  Bridgford.

RODENT  CONTROL 

During  the  year  268  complaints  of  infestations  were  received  and 
dealt  with,  the  operator  making  2,655  visits  and  3>062  surveys  of 
individual  properties  other  than  those  complained  of  and  228  rat 
bodies  and  328  mouse  bodies  were  recovered. 

On  premises  where  "gassing"  was  carried  out  and  "spoon  baiting"  of 
runs  etc.,  it  was  not  possible  to  recover  all  the  bodies  so  that 
the  total  number  of  rodents  destroyed  will  be  in  excess  of  the 
above  figures. 

In  addition,  1 1 8  wasps  nests  were  destroyed. 

80  houses  were  disinfested  following  infestations  of  insects. 

23  house  drainage  systems  were  smoke  tested  following  rat 
infestations,  and  one  water  test  was  carried  out. 

6l  sewer  manholes  were  baited  in  the  Trent  boulevard  area  and  23 
in  the  Stowe  Avenue/Uppingham  Crescent  area. 

The  tip  face  was  treated  for  insect  infestation. 


HOUSING 


Under  the  power  vested  in  them  by  the  Housing  Act,  1969?  the  Council 
has  declared  a  General  Improvement  Area  bounded  by  Exchange  Road, 
Clumber  Road,  Melton  Road,  Carnarvon  Road  and  Stanley  Road. 

The  objects  of  making  this  area  are:- 

i)  for  the  Council  to  show  interest  in  and  give  stability  to  the 
future  of  the  area  by  investing  money  in  its  environmental 
improvement . 

ii)  to  encourage  owners,  whether  as  occupiers  or  landlords,  to 

improve  their  houses,  at  least  by  the  provision  of  the  basic 
modern  amenities,  and  in  so  doing  take  advantage  of  the 
grants  and  loans  which  the  Housing  Act,  1969  empowers  the 
Council  to  make. 

During  the  year  some  159  applications  for  Qualification  Certificates 
under  the  Housing  Act,  1969  were  received  and  dealt  with.  At  the 
beginning  of  the  year  I  anticipated  that  more  applications  would  be 
forthcoming  than  were  in  fact  received  and  I  would  recommend  to 
landlords  of  houses  subject  to  controlled  tenancies  to  apply  for  a 
Qualification  Certificate  without  delay.  I  believe  that  the  system 
contains  advantages  for  both  landlord  and  tenant  in  that:- 

i)  the  tenant  receives  the  benefit  of  having  all  necessary 
repairs  carried  out  and  basic  modern  amenities  provided 
where  lacking 

ii)  and  the  landlord  is  then  able  to  obtain  a  more  realistic 
rent  with  which  to  keep  the  house  in  a  reasonable  state 
of  repair.

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AIR  POLLUTION 


Measurements  of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  pollution  of  the  atmosphere 
are  still  being  taken  by  the  Volumetric  apparatus  at  the  Health 
Department,  Bridgford  Road.  I  give  below  the  average  daily  readings 
in  micrograms/cub .metre  over  the  past  8  years  and  have  plotted  the 
results  on  two  graphs.  The  figures  and  graphs  show: 

i)  average  daily  readings  during  the  summer  months; 

ii)  average  daily  readings  during  the  winter  months; 

iii)  average  daily  readings  throughout  the  whole  year. 

The  figures  indicate: - 

(a)  that  smoke  pollution  has  decreased  considerably  over  the  8  year 
period  and  now  seems  to  have  levelled  out  at  between  60-70 
mg/cub. metre  as  an  average  daily  reading  over  the  whole  year; 

(b)  that  smoke  pollution  is  far  greater  during  the  winter  months  and 
that  this  is  surely  evidence  of  the  effect  of  domestic  fires 
upon  the  atmosphere; 

(c)  that  the  amount  of  sulphur  dioxide  in  the  atmosphere  has 
diminished,  but  in  a  less  spectacular  manner  to  smoke. 

Although  it  has  been  shown  that  the  concentration  of  atmospheric 
pollution  has  decreased,  there  is  certainly  no  call  for  complacency. 

I  consider  that  the  time  is  now  ripe  for  a  smoke  control  programme 
to  be  formulated  which,  when  brought  into  effect,  will  make  this 
District  an  even  more  pleasant  one  in  which  to  live.
